Allowable subject matter 

3. Pending claims 1, and 3-20 are patentable over a reference of Suhre et al, (US Pat. 
6,542,806, because this prior art does not make obvious a method of controlling tractive force of 
a vehicle, comprising: 

- determining a tractive force request for a percentage of maximum available tractive force of the 
vehicle; determining an actual tractive force of the vehicle by modeling the actual tractive force 
as a function of a vehicle speed, an engine speed, an engine temperature, a transmission 
temperature, or an ambient temperature; and modifying the actual tractive force of the vehicle to 
be equal to the tractive force request; wherein the step of determining the tractive force request 
comprises measuring an actual speed of the vehicle, sensing a position of an acceleration pedal, 
and looking up the tractive force request on a map corresponding to the actual speed and the 
position of the acceleration pedal.
